A new salary schedule proposed 
by the School .Committee of the 
County of Vulcan was rejected by 
llte A. LA. local of the County at 
a meeting held in Vulcan last 
week. 

Twenty-four of the 51 teachers 
employed in County schools were 
present and the vote was 19 to 5 
against accepting the salary sche¬ 
dule proposed by the County. 

According to information sup¬ 
plied the Advocate, the main point 
ot difference is in the basic rate, 
the County offering $1800 and the 
teachers asking for $20fl0 pet- 
year. Basic salary last year was 
$1,650, with yearly increments for 
experience of $125.00 a year up to 
eight years or 50 per cent of bas¬ 
ic up to maximum of $1000, $800 
for a university degree, $50 for 
each credit towards a degree, and 
up to $800 additional to a princi¬ 
pal for supervision of rooms other 
than his own. 

The County has offered the fol¬ 
lowing schedule: Basic salary 

$1,800, yearly increments for ex¬ 
perience of $150 for each of the

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All Work - No Pay 

Income tax deductions and returns, unemploy¬ 
ment insurance, sales tax and census of industry re¬ 
turns. We have just finished our usual stint of work 
for the government, all without pay and without 
thanks. 

The amount of work done for the government 
and the amount of time involved sometimes makes us 
feel that we’re on the government payroll, with the 
one difference being that someone keeps forgetting to 
send us that weekly pay cheque. 

When we figure the amount of time spent on 
keeping records for the government and multiply it 
by a reasonable hourly charge, the total is quite an 
eye-opener. And when we know we should be spending 
that time on our own work it makes us madder than 


ever. 


Take sales tax, for instance. Nearly every bit of 
commercial printing done by the Advocate or any 
other printing shop requires 10 per cent sates tax to 
be added to the price of the job, collected from the 
customer and sent to the Collector of Customs and 


Excise. We record it, total it every month, send the 
records (in triplicate of course) in to the government 
every month using our cheques and our stamps and 
then have to explain to our customers that we are 
just a collecting agency for the extra 10 per cent on 
the price of his job. 

Then there’s the annual chores on workmen’s 
compensation, census of industry, etc. And unemploy¬ 
ment insurance, with its figuring, deductions and 
stamp-licking. No commission for our efforts and 
time, of course. Merely a blast from some government 
employee if everything isn’t done correctly. And if, in 
the rush of busy office, you are a day late in sending 
in your monthly income tax report (accompanied by 
your cheque, of cotirse) you are made to feel that you 
are practically a criminal. 

We’re probably doing all this because the paid 
civil servants are now working on a 35-hour week, or 
is it 30 by now. W’e’d like that kind of a work week, 
too, but then we might not be able to keep up to date 
on all this work we’re doing for the government. 


Losing Out in Parliament 

The prairie provinces of Canada are losing out 
when it comes to representation in the House of Com¬ 
mons at Ottawa. The reason is that the population in 
this area is not increasing as much as it is in the rest 
of Canada, and particularly in Ontario, Quebec and 
British Columbia. Representation in the Hpuse of 
Commons is based upon population, the total being 
262 seats. 

The census taken in the spring of 1951 shows 
that Alberta’s population increased by about 150,000 
and Manitoba’s by 45,000, while Saskatchewan lost 
60,000. This means that Alberta will retain her 17 
members in the federal house, Manitoba will lose 2, 
dropping from 16 to 14, and Saskatchewan will lose 
5, dropping from 20 to 15. The drop in representation 
in the prairie provinces will be 7 seats, from 52 to 46. 

On the other hand the representation from On¬ 
tario and Quebec combined jvill rise from 156 in 1946 
to 160 (75 for Quebec and 85 for Ontario). British 
Columbia’s representation will increase from 18 to 22. 

The principle reasons for the changed situation 
are: mechanization of agriculture in the prairie pro¬ 
vinces resulting in larger farms and a decline in the 
farm population; the slow growth of industrial devel¬ 
opment in the area; increased industrialization in On¬ 
tario, Quebec and British Columbia. 

The trend can be halted only by aggressive in¬ 
dustrial development in the prairie provinces. Alberta 
has the best opportunity for such a program.
